San Francisco, Jan. 25. — The 
weather here to-day is clear, but a low 
barometer and southeast wind indicate 
a change this morning. Snow was 
falling in the Sierras from Cisco to 
Bianca. Rain was falling in the central 
portion of the State. From Fresnd to 
Majove it was cloudy but no rain. 
Lancaster, clear. 


The long continued storm gives large 
totals of rainfall for the season to many 


points. The fall at San Francisco to 


date for the season is 23.03 inches; 
Auburn, 20 63; Oolfax, 33.44; Red 
Bluff, 26.22; Redding, 28.10; Delta. 
50.80: Napa, 20.54, Calistoga, 30.22; 
Suisun, 21.40; Corning, 20.69; 
Atlas, 21.6); Santa Oruz 20.20. 


FRESNO toon. 

Fresno, Jan. 25. — 4A terrible flood 
broke in on the town last night, caused 
by a. overflow of the dry creeks empty- 
ing «nthe plains. More than half of 
the town is inundated, and the damage 
amounts to $20,000. 

The lévee that held back the water 
from the overflow of the dry arroyos 
which empty on the plains, broke at 
about 2 o'clock thie moruiug. The fire 
betl was sounded and soon the streets 
were thronged with an excited crowd of 
people. Bat the alarm was of no «vail, 
for a surging torrent of water fully five 
feet deep and two hundred and fifty 
feet wide, rashed through the crevasse 
aud spread rapidly over the lower parts 
of town. Before the break of day three - 
fourths of the town was submerged, 
the water standing from one to five 
feet deep. Officers and citizens gen- 
erally exerted themselves to save 
property from damage and rescue 
families that were unable to leave their 
flooded houses. The losses are much 
lees than was at first supposed, but will 
reach fully $20,000. The henviest 
losers are Thos. E. Hughes & Son, J. 
A. Blasingame and J. W. Ferguson. 
The Expositor press room was flooded 
and water now stands over five feet 
deep in it. The country outside of 
town has not suffered any serious loss 

THE MOKELUMNE ON A TEAR, 
Wooppripes, Cal., Jan. 154-The late 
storm is the severest known here for 
years. The Mokelumne river broke its 
levee one mile west of here, flooding 
over 2500 acres of land under cultiva- 
tion. The loss sustained is heavy. The 
whole country in this locality would 
have been submerged had it not been 
for the constant exertions of 100 men 
who were kept at work all night, repair- 
ing and raising the levee, The water 
is pow receding, and no further damage 
is expected from this storni, 

SACRAMENTO RIVER BOOMING, 
Sacramento, Jan. 25.—Rivers in this 
vicinity are booming. The Sacramento 
is up 24 feet 6 inches and the highest 
this season. The ranches of John 
Rider and Jacob Olsen, just outside the 
city limits, are flooded. A number of 
levees broke on the Consumnes, and 
much damage was done. 

THE KLAMATH HIGg. 

Yeexa, Cal., Jan 25.—Kiamath river 
bas been higher during the late storm 
than for many years. It could not be 
crossed for a while, and some of the 
ferries have been swept away. The 
Supervisors bave called a special meet- 
ing for next Monday to appoint dele- 
gates to the Anti-Chinese,Convention at 
Sacramento. 

HIGH WATER AT HOLLISTER. 
Jan. 25. — Telegraphic 
communication, interrupted since the 
deginn of the storm, was resumed 
to-day. infall for the storm, 3.25 
inches. Chappell's addition has been 
ooded; also a considerable portion of 
the valley. The San Benito river and 
tributary creeks have been higher than 
for many years. Considerable land has 
been washed away, but the damage is 
slight. North of Hollister much land 
has been flood d. Yesterday boating 
was good from within six miles of Hol- 
lister to Gilroy. Mail stages with San 
Juan, San Benito and other points are 
still unable to make connections. Not 
too much rain has been received to suit 
the farmers, most of whom have 
finished seeding. The outlook could not 
be improved. The storm evidently is 
over. 

SAN DIEGO HEARD FBOM. 
Sax DI, Jan. 25.—The city aud 
country are jast recovering from. the 
effects of the storm.
